In Denison, T exas, a delegation arrived one day all the 
w ay from France to confer Use Legion of Honor upon a man 
who spent m ost of h is life improving grapes. He w as Thomas 
Volney Munson who requested, before his death at age 69 in 
1913, that his fam ily “ plant a*4ine on my grave and see it 
clasp its hands with joy” . 
The French mission was inspired by Munson s reseal ch 
and information that saved the French vineyards from 
“ total destruction by the grape phylloxera” . 
In 
his early 
20 s, 
the 
Kentucky 
Agricultural 
and 
Mechanical College graduate predicted his future by 
describing 
the grape as 
the 
“ most 
beautiful, 
most 
wholesome and nutritious, most certain and profitable fruit 
that can be grown” . 
Munson searched 40 states for new botanical specim ens 
and American horticultural authorities officially adopted his 
works that have been changed little since. His display of 
grape species at the Columbian Exposition in C hicago in 1893 
was deciared the most complete in the world. 
He created 300 new varieties of grapes and w as af­ 
fectionately known around Montague (west of Gainesville) 
as “ Grape Munson "

percent responded that we 
should increase our financial 
contributions to the U,N. 
More than three-fourths of 
the answers I received were 
less than enthusiastic about 
our membership in the world 


organization A total of 33.2 
percent advocated complete 
withdrawal from the U.N. 
and 43.5 percent felt we 
should reduce our financial 
aid to its programs. From its 
inception through 1973, the 
U.S. has contributed over 
$5.7 billion for maintenance 
and support of the U N It is 
obvious that most area 
residents feel we should not 
continue 
to 
support 
an 
organization which adopts 
policies contrary to our 
interests and those of our 
allies. 
On the question of what 
U.S. policy should be in the 
Middle East, a majority of 
those responding said we 
should take an even-handed

while living with a person for 
life doesn’t depend on being 
married.

family therapy, studied 20 
married couples and 20

together 
between six and 30 months 
and found little difference in 
basic lifestyles. 
“ Whether 
they 
are 
married doesn’t matter as 
much as the quality of the 
relationship,” he said in an 
interview. “ It’s more a

factor of intimacy rather 
than the legal aspects of the 
relationship.” 
Collier and other psycholo­ 
gists took a selection from 
the general Houston com­ 
munity, 
mostly 
urban 


middle class city dwellers. 
The group included lawyers, 
d e n tis ts , 
t e a c h e r s , 
secretaries, 
businessmen 
and students. 
He gave each person a 
written test to determine 


how well adjusted each was 
to his or her mate and a 
checklist of pleasing and 
displeasing actions to record 
for a week. The questions 
included the 
frequency, 
pleasure and other aspects 


of sexual 
behavior, what 
personality factors each 
would like to see changed or 
improved, how they spent 
time together and if they 
would chose their same mate 
again. 


“ Most said they 
would 
choose their partner again 
and most preferred to spend 
their free time with their 
partner 
than 
out 
some 
place,” Cole said of both 
categories. 
Cole said the results con­ 
vinced him the maturity of 
the relationship was one of 
the most important factors.

. DEAR DR. G REEN STO N E, Do you have any suggestions 
for school adm inistrators? 
DEAR R E A D E R , The following excerpts are from an 
article published in the Journal of the Am erican Federation 
of Teachers, entitled, “Thirteen Rules for Administrators 
Who Wish to Subvert Teaching.” Its author is William H. 
Boyer, who tries in a somewhat amusing and ironical way to 
point up some of what causes problems between teachers 
and adm inistrators. I would like to share part of it with you 
in the attem pt to respond to your question. In NO way am I 
implying that the adm inistrators in our local school district 
are represented in the following. 
1. Let the teacher know, as soon as possible, that the ad­ 
m inistrator is the policy maker. If the teacher questions this 
principle, use the Aristotelian argument. 
Explain that the “essence” of adm inistration is to m ake 
policy, not simply to administer policy; that the “ nature” of 
administration is policy making. Show that this conclusion 
followed from an analysis of the concept of adm inistration. 
If the teacher’s rational faculty is so weak that this basic 
truth is not apparent, the “law of exercise” can be used, and 
the statem ent “The adm inistration decides policy” can be 
repeated until the image is sufficiently stamped in. 
2. Let the teacher know that he is a m em ber of a team , and 
that if he “ plays b all” he’ll get along well. 
3. If a teacher fails to conform, always defend your actions 
against him on the principle that it is necessary for the good 
of the profession. 
If he is audacious enough to question this principle, be 
prepared with the ultimate agrum ent, let him know that he 
or any other individual teacher is dispensable, it is only the 
profession which is indispensable. Teachers come and go, 
but the profession lives forever. 
4. Explain that the purpose of the school is to serve the 
community. Indicate the way in which you want the teacher 
to serve the community, and m ake it clear that to offend the 
beliefs of prominent m em bers of the community in no way 
serves this objective. 
5. Let the teacher know that his first obligation, even in his 
private life, is to the school. If a leacher claim s he has 
contracted his professional services but has not sold his life, 
tell him you are not interested in “ sem antic’ argum ents. 
6. Remind all teachers that educational institutions are 
like industry and must be run by those in control. A teacher, 
therefore cannot be independent, he can only be for or 
against the administration. 
7. Do not tolerate teacher requests to participate in 
curriculum 
development. 
If there is any question of 
authority, use the Aristotelian argum ent again, and explain 
that the adm inistrator has the “ broad view” of things or else 
he would not be an adm inistrator. 
8. When there is conflict betw een educational objectives 
and adm inistrative expediency, the latter must supercede. 
This principle results in greater organizational efficiency, 
and its special justification lies in the fact that ad­ 
m inistrators understand public relations and finance, and 
these are both the m eans and the ends of the institutions. 
9. Faculty m eetings should be held periodically to provide 
opportunity for a dem ocratic discussion of the problem1' of 
the school. R em em ber those who disagree with the ad­ 
ministration, for it is necessary that faculty who are disloyal 
be identified and weeded out. 


10. Do not let teachers becom e influential in problems of 
hiring, firing, or promotion. This rule can be justified on the 
basis of the self-evident principle that an organization 
cannot be well run if authority is divided. Or one might refer 
to the adage that “ too many cooks spoil the broth.” 
11. If the question of academ ic freedom arises, assure the 
teacher that there is ample academ ic freedom. If the details 
of such freedom are requested, indicate your sincerity 
through a friendly smile, and assure him that no one who has 
done what he is paid to do has ever had his freedom 
restricted. 


12. Reward the loyalty of senior teachers through free 
periods and give them selected, diligent and com pliant 
students. The beginning teacher is best disciplined to the 
realities of the profession through 3 full schedule of large 
classes loaded with discipline problems in a subject field 
outside his area of preparation. 


13. Help teachers enjoy dem ocratic rites by dividing issues 
into those that are important and those that are trivial. Give 
the latter type to the teachers, and explain that it is not the 
problem but the process which is important. It is especially 
stimulating to offer this kind of cerem onial catharsis with 
the onset of spring.

So both teams boarded buses and journeyed to Trinity 
Park to play the remaining three innings under threatening 
skies. 
At Trinity Park. Plano found long fences and it was im­ 
mediately "noticed that Newton's homerun shot at Clark 
Field would be popup for the centerfielder at Trinity Park. 
“When it started raining. Arlington Heights was going 
home. Coach Maxey said. “ I guess I initiated the move to 
Trinity Park and I'm glad it worked out. Now we re one up 
on them .’*

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A Pat on the Back for Plano Baseball Fans

Undoubtedly, Plano High School has a good baseball 
team. So good, in fact, they have earned their way to 
the quarterfinal level of the ('lass AAAA state 
schoolboy playoffs. 
However, if not for the hard work and support ct 
about 35 fans, Plano Wildcat baseball players would be 
viewing the quarterfinal playoffs from the bleachers 
instead of the playing field. 
How’s that? 
Plano lost to Houston Spring Branch 3-0 in the 
opening m atch of the regional playoff three-game 
series last week and because of flooded diamond 
conditions in Plano, forfeiture of the rem aining two 
gam es by Plano w as imminent. 
Plano doesn’t give up the ship easily. Wildcat head 
coach Rom mie Maxey offered suggestions to Houston 
school officials that the remaining gam es be shifted to 
a dry field anywhere and recommended Midland or 
Lubbock. However, Houston said they weren’t budging 
from Plano because they had already spent two days 
camped in motel rooms awaiting sunshine and if the 
gam es weren’t played on or before Saturday, it was 
Plano’s tough luck. 
According to University Interscholastic League 
rules, all regional contests had to be decided by 
Saturday unless an extension was granted. Houston did 
not lend their support to an extension and Plano was 
forced into a “ play Saturday or forfeit situation. 


Arise to the Occasion 


Plano High School’s baseball fans rose to the oc­ 
casion and gained permission from University of Plano 
athletic director Steve Adair to dry that school’s Pirate 
field, by any means. 
Step number one in drying the soggy, water standing 
field was gasoline and a match. Plano fans sueded 
money out of their own pockets to buy gasoline and 
distribute it over the University of Plano infield. A 
match then set off the infield in a blaze that could be 
seen in the night air for m iles, drying off the water 
standing on the infield. 
Numerous fire calls were received by the Plano Fire 


Department and trucks were dispatched to douse the 
flam es on the U of P infield. However, upon learning 
what was going on, Plano fire officials cooperated with 
the Plano fans in their attem pts to dry the infield via 
“ fire.” 
Step number two involved purchasing approxim ately 
200 bags of lim e and working it into the infield. The 
chalky colored substance soaked up the w ater and 
helped level the field to alm ost minimum playing 
conditions. 
The infield burning and lime spreading w as ac­ 
complished on Friday evening and Saturday morning, 
but the field w as still not playable. 


Step Number Three 


So, then entered step number three. The Plano fans 
peeled their im m ediate funds, at about $5 per head, and 
rented a helicopter which hovered over the field and 
dried the outfield and remaining infield moisture. 
So, by sheer hard work by about 35 Piano fans, the 
field was in playable condition by the 2 p.m. gam etim e. 
And it w as only fitting that the Plano High School 


baseball team respond by winning both gam es of the 
doubleheader, 1-0 and 3-0. 
Any doubt by townspeople as to whether the Plano 
High School baseball team w as receiving support and 
backing w as put to an end after Saturday. Present at 
the “ great U of P field drying and clean-up cam paign’’ 
Win 


were workers from Dallas and other surrounding 
towns, not just fathers and mothers, but the lifetime 
fans of the Wildcats. 
After the work contributed by the w orkers, Coaches 
Rommie Maxey and M aurice Jayn es m ight have to add 
about 35 nam es to the Wildcat roster. They deserve it.

2 tablespoons pickle relish 


Va teaspoon salt, pepper 
Ham Filling: 
I C. ground, cooked ham

Va C. chopped, stuffed olives

Fold egg white and 
half of nut mixture into whipped cream. Spoon into 8 paper 
bake cups set in muffin pan. Sprinkle with remaining nut 
mixture. Freeze firmly. Trim with cherry halves. Serves 8. 


2 cups water 
Vz cup sugar 
Vz cup brown sugar 
2 slices lemon with rind, halved 
4 slices orange with rind, halved 
1 Tsp. rum extract 
6 ripe bananas 
Va cup butter 
2 ounces Jam aica rum 


Boil water with sugars and fruit until a syrup forms, one 
that will glaze a spoon.

Pecan Pastries 


I cup margarine 
1 cup cream style cottage cheese 
2 cups sifted flour 
I cup finely chopped pecans 
Vz cup Karo dark corn syrup 
36 pecan halves 
Dark Corn syrup 


Stir together m argarine and cheese. Stir in flour; shape 
into ball. Chill about one hour. Stir together chopped pecans 
and Vz cup corn syrup. 
Divide dough into thirds and roll out each portion on lightly 
floured surface to rectangle one eighth inch thick Cut into 
three inch squares. 
Place one teaspoon nut m ixture on each square. Fold in 
corners overlapping in center. Seal each with a pecan half 
(dip bottom into corn syrup and press lightly into center).

DEAR POLLY — I am handicapped and must make 
even. penny count < Polly's note: That is something we all 
have to do these days I I have several whole slips and 
sweaters, size 32. I have gained weight and wear size 36. 
Please, how can slips and sweaters be made larger? — 
A P 
DEAR A P. — You might use one slip to cut up fer bands 
of the necessary width to set in the opened side seams in 
your slips. 
Handknit sweaters usually will take to stretching more 
easily than machine knits. Sweaters, particularly loosely 
knit ones, might be washed, rinsed with fabric softener to 
relax the fibers and then stretched and pinned to a firm 
pattern such as one drawn to the correct size on a board. 
Let dry. If one has a sweater frame this could be done with 
the frame enlarged. 
Cardigan sweaters could have wide bands, such as 
grosgrain ribbon, set over the front openings (will hide but­ 
tonholes on one side > and then be worn open. If this does not 
make the sweater loose enough the center back might be 
determined, a row of machine stitching put close to each 
side of the center that will be cut open. A band of the 
matching ribbon or whatever could be set in the back, too. 
Slipover sweaters could be slit dow n the middle front the 
same way and wide bands added to make an unfastened 
cardigan. How have you readers solved this problem? — 
POLLY 


DEAR POLLY — I sent my check for renewal early so I would 
not miss an issue of a favorite magazine.
